PRINTING BY TELEGRAPH. 


An Electrical Typewriter That Transmit! 


Printed Characters. 


The printing telegraph, though ode- 


vice of comparatively recent develop- 
ment, has been tho subject of ceaseless 
investigation, and practical workers in 
electricity liavo directed their whole at- 
tention in some instances to the trans- 
Mission of messages and -the recording 
oi them in plain Roman characters. 


Its advantages arc simply those of an 


electrical typewriter, by means of which 
the message is printed in the presence 
of tho transmitting operator in page 
form, arid a duplicate of the-same print- 
ed at all the receiving stations on the 
lino, whether it bo a long or short cir- 
cuit. A cinglo transmission prints it 
simultaneously in page form"ready for 
tho compositor's case in all the news- 
paper offices of many cities. 


It is said to differ materially from all 


other known means of telegraphy in ono 
essential particular. In it tho impulses 
move the instruments, whereas in othei 
systems the instruments niovo tho im- 
pulse—that is to say, tho transmitter ol 
tho message is caused to run by a sepa- 
rate power. No combination of elec- 
trical impulse or currents is employed. 
An oven succession of dots or impulses, 
which operate the polarized relay arma 
tnro at tho receiving station, places the 
revolving type wheel in the required 
position, when tho local mechanism 
causes tho letter to be printed. 


The apparent impossibility of trans- 


mitting printed character:! 500 or 1,000 
miles over u single wire at once presents 
itself to the iniiid, and it is overcome in 
this system, it is asserted, in a very 
simple way. Each letter of tho alphabet 
is represented by a certain unmoor of 
impulses, which revolve tho typo wheel 
to tho required position, when-the let- 
ters nroNstruck by the local mallet. . 


Fcimffieu, nnptilses representrtne"en- 


tiro alphabet, making a complete revolu- 
tion of the -type wliee], which may bo 
turned SCO revolutions per minute, thus 
securing very rapid printing. Its advan- 
tage also is tlmt of absolute secrecy as a 
"means of communication. The advan- 
tage of tho printing telegraph for the 
transmission of news to the newspaper 
offices is unquestionably a subject com- 
manding attention on tho part of pro- 
gressive proprietors.—Paper and Press. 


Too Mncu Machinery. 


"Do you know tho curso of modern 


journalism?" iisked an old journalist 
the other day. 


"It's tho typewriter. It destroys orig- 


inality. It gives to everything that is 
written a mechanical touch. 
There's 


no style or individuality about anything 
composed on a typewriter. 


"You will find that the newspaper 


writers in all tho larger offices use type- 
writers. Tho.use of them has extended 
in many other directions. Mgr. Satolli 
has ono. But wherever you find a man 
writing on one and composing as Ee" 
writes you will find that his work is 
cramped, mechanical, unimaginative, 
without tho slightest touch of fancy or 
vitality. 


"Go into the offices of the big dailies1 


and yon will find the young men who 
make tho papers seated at a typewriter, 
grinding out columns of colorless, un- 
readable stuff for tho paper. Tou can't 
turn out. thought by machinery, and the 
young men who write their matter for 
tho preys on typewriters never rise above 
tho level of mediocrity. Go into the 
composing rooms of the big dailies, too, 
and you will find tho printers setting 
typo by machinery. No style about that. 
It's straight, stiff, formal, nnattractive, 
without any individuality. It takes tho 
human toneh to give the proper life and 
color to anything. There's too much 
machinery."—Atlanta Constitution. 


Geodes. 


Did you ever sco a geode, tho ngly, 


creamy, yellow, rounded rock, which, 
npon being broken open, presents a per- 
fect wilderness of diainondlikecrystals? 
They are oddities of the oddest kind, 
and are not too pkutifnl anywhere. The 
word "geodo-' means "earthform" and 
is applied to all hollow stones which 
arc filled with crystallized matter: 
When broken open, somo arc found to be 
full of "pnro looking, clear water. Oth- 
ers nppoar to befall of yellow or brown 
paint, while a third class oro filled with 
what appears to bo a very fair quality 
of tar. No odds what tho filling of the 
cavity may L«? composed of, the sides are 
always studded with crystals. Should 
the filling bo yellow the crystals are 
likely to bo of tho same color, but by far 
"the greater portion of them are as cleat 
nsicn or diamonds.—St. Lonis Republic.

Judge Cheney has an American dol- 


lar of 1799. On the obverse side of the 
coin are thirteen stars and the word 
"Liberty" surrounding the Goddess 
of Liberty, and beneath the head the 
date "1799." On the reverse side of 
the coin are the words " United States 
of America" surrounding a spread j 
eagle which holds in its beak a scroll 
bearing the motto " E Phtribus Unum." 
On the edge of the coin are the words, 
" Hundred cents or one dollar or unit." 


This dollar contains exactly-the 


same number of grains of standard 
silver as the standard dollar of to-day. 
It is the unit of American' money and 
it states on its face that it is 100 cents. 


H. J. Thyes has a half-dollar of 1821 


on the obverse side of which is the 
Goddess of Liberty, with the word 
Liberty on her brow, surrounded by 
thirteen stars, and underneath the 
head is the date "1821." On there- 
verse side is a spread eagle with the 
legend " E Plunbus Unum " surrounded 
by the words " United States of Amer- 
ica" and underneath the eagle the 
numeral "60 "and the letter " C." Ou 
the rim are the words " Half dollar or 
fifty cents." 


These coins were minted before the
